Since the successful trip of the 
Viscount de Sirac from Bordeau to 
Cannes, which is the record balloon 


k trip of the world, flights through the 
air are becoming popular. M. Jacques 
Faure has made a journey of- 185 
miles with a maximum altitude of 


00 meters. When the air becomes 
filled witlr these -vessels o£»transpor-i 
"latioif and~crowds of them darken the 
sky over Greater NVw York, a great 
fortune will await the man perfecting 
a safety device that will prevent too 
many metres (meeters) from result- 
ing in multiplied number of droppers. 


In the harbor of Greater New York 
is seen one of the most antiquated 
forms of "sailing the deep" practiced 
by a civilized people. 
The carrying 


of coal in barges, without any power 
of their own and with even meagre 
facilities for self-steering; depending 
for the transportation and safety of 
both their cargo and their crew upon 
a tug-boat and a tow-line three or 
four thousand feet long,—is not only 
antiquated but heathenish. 
There 
have been many protests against this 
traffic in the harbor and on the 
coast, and shipping men are prepar- 
ing another; the abuses connected 
with the handling of barges seem al- 
most incredible in a Christian land 
and on an ocean where navigation is 
controlled by a Government claiming 
to be many degrees above the savage 
state. The men who take Jobs on 
the barges are not seamen and cannot 
handle themselves well at-sea; they 
are hired without Inquiry as to who 
they are and no names are recorded; 
once afloat they are no more cared 
for than a rat; if they fall overboard 
and are drowned, no report is made; 
in a storm, if a barge fills with water 
to the danger point the tow-line is 
cut by the captain of the tug boat and 
the barge with its human freight is 
coolly left to its fate,—and seldom 
are any picked up. These abandoned 
wrecks 
sometimes 
drift 
into 
the 
courses of the great ocean grey- 
hounds, and become a source of dan- 
ger to them. 
The shipping agents 


call the poor creatures they hire 
.Ashore mongrels" but it looks as if 
the brutal characteristics usually con- 
sidered as belonging to the mongrel 
were as pronounced in the agent as 
in the man he characterizes, or, in 
the corporation he represents, for 
you know—"corporations have no 
souls;" that is why tney should be 
under careful Government control. 
An effort is being made to remedy 
these abuses and perhaps to stop this 
form of transportation entirely. 
The 
length of the tows, which sometimes 
are one mile, and carelessness regard- 
ing human life will be modified by 
limiting the former and registering 
the names of every man employed. 
These coal-barges are towect all along 
the coast from Portland, Me., to 
Savannah, Ga., and sometimes even 
go around Florida to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 
It certainly is time that 


New York harbor was relieved from 
such crudities and cruelties and our 
Trans-Atlantic lines from all possible 
clanger thereby to the thousands of 
lives constantly in their care. Secre- 
tary Straus has his attention upon 
tho matter and now a thorough in- 
vestigation is to be made of the whole 
subject. 


At the first annual meeting of the 
Japan Society, at the Hotel Astor, on 
Saturday, in an address made by Pro- 
fessor Takaliashi, of the Imperial 
University of Tokio, he said:

Drop Cakes—Two cups sugar, one- 


half cup milk, one cup sour cream, 
one cup currants, four cups flour, one 
egg, one teaspoonful salt, one tea- 
spoonful soda. 


Chocolate Doughnuts—One egg, 


one cup sugar, one teaspoon butter 
(melted), one cup milk, three and 
one-half cups flour, three teaspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon salt, 
one-third cup chocolate or cocoa. 
Flavor with vanilla and fry in hot fat. 
When they are cool roll in powdered 
sugar. 


Eggless Jolmny Cake—Two cups 


of buttermilk or sour milk, three 
cups yellow cornmeal, two cups of 
flour, sifted, with one and one-half 
teaspoonfuls salt and a teaepoonful 
of baking soda, three-quarters of a 
cup of melted lard (melt this in the 
tin in which the cake is to be baked, 
thus greasing the tin). Beat the bat- 
ter hard and bake immediately. 


German Pudding—One quart milk, 


one-half 'cup cornstarch, one-fourth 
cup sugar, one-fourth level teaspoon 


j salt, one-half cup blanched and chop- 


] ped almonds, one-half 
cup 
thinly 


j sliced and chopped citron, whites 


j two eggs. Scald the milk in double 
boiler and add the cornstarch, sugar 


J and salt, mixed and diluted with a 
little cold milk. Stir until thickened, 
then cover and cook for twenty min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. 
Add the 


almonds and citron and remove from 
fire. Pour gradually on to the egg 
whites beaten stiff, beating in well. 
Pour into mold wet with cold water 
and chill thoroughly. 
Serve with 


plain cream or without. 


Devil's Pood.—Boil together in a 


porcelain-lined saucepan a half-cup 
each of grated chocolate, sweet milk 
and brown sugar. When as thick as 
cream, take from the fire and set 
aside to cool. 
Cream a half-cup of 


butter with one cup of brown sugar, 
adii two well-beaten eggs and two- 
thirds of a cup of milk and vanilla 
flavoring. Into this mixture beat the 
boiled portion'of the batter and all 
two cupfuls of flour sifted with a 
large teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Bake in layers and put together when 
cool, with boiled icing, covering the 
top of the cake with the same.

BEDFORD'S LICENSE COURT 


Far back in the past when the 


founders of our government deemed 
it necessary to sever the .political 
bands which bound them to the moth- 
er country they considered that—"A 
decent respect to • the opinions of 
mankind requires that they should 
declare the causes which impel them 
to the separation." 
Not so, however, 


with the Honorable Court which on 
Wednesday of last week 
granted 


liquor licenses to all applicants ex- 
cept Andrew Weimer, and refused 
him without assigning any reason for 
their surprising action,., despite the 
fact that 104 out of less than 140 
voters of the town of Hopewell 
signed his application (against which 
there was no remonstrance), and 
some of the best men of that borough 
took the witness stand and swore to 
his efficiency as a landlord and to 
the exceptionally good condition of 
his house. 


The Gazette is not advocating the 


granting of liquor licenses, but so 
long as they are granted by the local 
Court, by permission of the laws of 
tue state, we are in favor of the 
much-talked-of "square deal." We 
are curious, along with hundreds of 
citizens of the county, to know the 
causes wlilch led to the refusal. 


The action of the Court in refusing 


his license a couple years ago was 
justified on the ground that he 
catered to the bar trade. He was not 
granted a hearing at that time, 
though there was no remonstrance 
against him, nor was he granted a 
hearing last year, but the Honorable 
Court on February 26 did grant a 
hearing at which it was revealed that, 
at an expense of more than $8,000, 
he had added a story to his house and 
completely re-furnished the same, 
poitting in. modern conveniences and 
piping soft water 1,300 feet from a 
Bpring, also enlarging and remodel- 
ing his stable—all this was done for 
tUe accommodation of the traveling 
public, and it completely refutes the 
statement made by a gangster that he 
catered to the bar trade. 
Surely this 


is sufficient evidence to convince a 
layman or an Associate Judge, and 
tUe logical and analytical mind of one 
sufficiently learned in the law to pre- 
side over a Court should have no 
difficulty in arriving at the only log- 
ical conclusion—that Mr. Weimer 
was looking after the interests of the 
traveling public, and not catering to 
the bar trade. Further, Mr. Weimer 
testified that he never made the re- 
mark of which he was accused—that 
be- catered to the bar trade. 


Surely the Honorable Court does 


not base its action on the wishes of 
t.ue people of a community, for a cou- 
ple years ago a license was granted 
at Saxtop, despite the fact that a 
great majority of the people remon- 
.i( rated against it and the best ele- 
ment ol' the town came iato court 
and opposed it. 
In the case of Mr. 


Weimer the town was in favor of his 
living license. 


Again, this action was not taken 


because of Mr. Weimer's inefficiency 
for he has always^jcen looked upon 
as one of the strictest and most care- 
ful of hotel keepers and there never 
v/orc any charges made against him 
or violations of the law. 


The action cannot possibly have 


g;-own out of any comparison of the 
two hotels of the town of Hopewell. 
Here we refrain from going into de- 
tails. 


The 
Honorable 
Court 
recently 


listened to the evidence in the dam- 
age suit^brought by Jerry Snyder 
against the County of Bedford. Sure- 


ly at least one member of the Honor- 
able Court must have noticed in one of 
the county papers the account of a 
man's freezing to death but a few 
weeks ago in the vicinity of Hopewell 
with a bottle of whiskey on his per- 
son, the details of which event we 
refrained from publishing. 


But returning to the recent session 


of court, we regret to state that there 
was language used on the bench by 
the "end man"—the end opposite the 
Presiding Judge—which was not only 
more 
forceful than 
elegant—but 


which would have been out of place 
in a barroom or in the heart of a 
primeval forest; in an African jungle. 


The Gazette endeavors to be fair 


and honorable and has spoken thus 
severely because it is believed that 
the judicial rostrum was disgraced 
and the county outraged by the 
scenes enacted on that rostrum and 
off it on last Wednesday. 
Judge 


Diehl told a .gentleman from Hope- 
well, it is averred, that he favored 
the granting of a license to Mr. Weim- 
er, thus placing the blame on Judges 
Woods and Brice. We are not per- 
mitted to express our opinion as to 
the truth of the statement, but would 
say that the columns of The Gazette 
are open. 


The limit, it would seem, has been 


reached and at least one resignation 
should be welcomed. 
There is no 


necessity for having on the bench a 
man whose face flushes to a scarlet 
as witnesses testify 'and who makes 
remarks as they approach to take the 
oath, that decency causes us to re- 
frain from printing.

tempts to get aoney for the undertak- 
ing- 
Almost «very sovereign of Br- 


rope was appealed to in vain. Poor, 
'friendless, almost alone, regarded by 
maijv as insane, Columbus met rebuff 
after' rebuff, b»t would not give up his 
dream. Finally he appealed to Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella of Spain. Ferdinand 
was not convinced, but Isabella was 
more favorab-lyjnclined and in the end 
went*so far as to pawn her own jew- 
els for the enterprise.- - 


With the fitting out of his expedi- 


tion the troubles of the great discov- 
erer were not ended. 
When twenty 


days or more out in an unknown sea, 
his sailors beffan to murmur, urging 
him to turn back. At last the mur- 
muring broke out into open mutiny. 
Still the bold aavigator would not give 
up. 
Quelling the mutiny with what- 


ever measure* were necessary, he 
promised a reward to the first sailor 
who discovereS land. At last the voy- 
age was ended, and a goal greater than 
he himself knew was won. 


In all history there are few more In- 


spiring examples of faith than that of 
Columbus. He had only his own ideal 
to Support him. Every one else doubt- 
ed it. Nearly a score of years passed, 
in which every attempt to realize his 
dream met with failure. 
It is won- 


derful that doubt did not assail his 
own heart His was a faith, if not to 
remove mountains, at least to bring 
new worlds into view. So great were 
his troubles that they made him white 
headed at thirty.

of English corn ships in order to sup- 
ply the deficiency of his own harvests.

ships arrived than an embargo was 
laid upon them and their c*,vs ar- 
rested. 


One ship, the famous Primrose of 


London, managed to escape. 
While/ 


lying* off Bilbao quietly discharging her 
cargo she had been viajted by the'cor- 
regidor of Biscay and., tils guard dis- 
guised as merchants. Suddenly called 
upon to surrender, the crejw^ftung them- 
selves upon the Spaniards, drove them 
all overboard and made sail. Some of 
the discomfited Spaniards as the shore 
boats fled were seen clinging to the 
English vessel. 
These were humane- 


ly rescued and carried in triumph back 
to England, and among them was the 
corregidor himself. 
Upon him were 


found his official instructions, setting 
forth expressly that the embargo was 
ordered for the purposes of the expe- 
dition which Philip was preparing 
against the English. This was enough 
for the queen and the powerful pub- 
lic opinion of commercial circles in 
London, which had obstinately clung 
to pacific relations with Spain. A re- 
taliatory embargo was proclaimed, let- 
ters of general reprisal were Issued, 
and Drake was let loose.—From Publi- 
cation of Navy Eecords Society.
